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Hill tribes 
dilemma 
for Zia’s 
SUCCESSOY

Chittagong, July 28 

One of the questions raised 
by the death of President Zia 
ur-Rahman of Bangladcsh is the 
nature of Future derelapmenı in. 
the Chitragoung Hill Tracts and 
the rçreatmieat af the 430,00 
tribal. people who live here. 
The Government's viSoroys, 
even aggressive, nolicy vf 
development in this wild regiun 
is controversial and has been 
strongly criticized. 

Like the ninetcenth-century 
developmeat of the American 
West ir involves army protcc- 
tioa for sertlers and incidents 
of army harassment of tribal 
cople. An ancient way of tife 
is being deliberately destroyed 
and, inevitably, this policy has 
produced episodes of crucitry 
and killing. م‎ 

The Chirragong Hi} Tratts 
are one of the world’s rtmain- 
ing wildernesses. Théy are a 
complex system of densely 
forested hills and valleys, wer, 
lush and of considerable beauty. 
They corer 5,100 squaré miles 
of south-east Bangladesh,' merz- 
irg into the Indian starêş’ f 
Tripura in tle uorth and 
Mizoram jiu the east, and into 
Burma in the south. , 


They are the traditional 
home of 13 tribes. The largest 

‘Î are the Chakma (250,000), the 
Marma (90,000) and rhe 
Tripura (60.000). They are 
mostly Buddhist, Hirdu and 


Christian. 

They have existed by follow“ 
ing the practice known as 
shifting, burning off an area nf 
land, growing rice and vere- 
tables for three or four years, 
and moving on when the land 
is exhausted 

Since 1947 it has Deen govern» 
ment policy to encourage 
Bengali sewliement of the hill 
tracts, to clear the land and 
‘bring ir under cultivation. But 
it was under the development» 
minded President Zia thar the 

olicy took on a new energy. 
a 1951 Muslim Bengalis formed 
9 pér cent of the hill tracts 
popuation, and 11.6 per cent in 
1974. But in the ا‎ few years 
it has risen to 39 per cent and 
«af that rate of settlement Ben 
galis will soor form the 
majority.

POLAND’S DEEPENING.CRISIS 


The Polish crisis is now 


entering a new phase domi-. 


nated by economic problems. 
The queues are lengthening 
and demonstrators carry ban- 
ners sayimg “hunger”. Even 
ration cards cannot always be 
honoured. Production con- 
tinues to decline. The harvest 
may bring temporary relief 
hut the prospects for the 
winter look grim. Queueing in 
the summer is tolerable. 
Queueing in the dark in 
freezing rain or, snow is less 
so. If people become not only 
hungry but cold as well, ıf 
there are power cuts and fuel 


shortages on top of higher , 


prices and scant supplies, the 
extraordinary restraint which 
the Polish people have shown 
over the past twelve months 
could begin to crack. 

The best that can be said of
